erage and 93 RBI’s with Detroit. 
Moreover, he belted 22 home 
runs, 10 more than he ever hit in 
any season with Cleveland. 

“ “T always figured I was good 
for at least 20 homers a year,” 
Ray said. 


CHANGED DIRECTION 

Last year he hit an even 20 
and this season, with 16 as of 
this writing, he’s hoping to re- 
peat again. In addition, his 90 
RBI’s as I write this tops any- 
thing he’s ever done in the maj- 
crs and he stands a good chance 
of breaking 100. 


Boone’s explanation for his ce- 
markable increase in batting ab- 
ility is his change in hitting dir- 
ection. coupled with friendlier 
reception of Detroit fans.

When Ray came to us, Mana- 
ger Fred Hutchinson moved him 
te third only because a fellow 
named Kuenn was doing pretty 
good with the Hickory and 
Horsehide at shortstop. 


Farmers May 
Use Dist. 
Marsh Plow 


Farmers are reminded that the 
Charlevoix Soil Conservation 
District has a marsh plow that 
belongs to them and which is 
available for use to anyone. 

It was purchased by the Char- 
levoix Soil Conservation District 
a few years ago throtgh the. as- 
sistance of Charlevoix county 
banks. 


Most farms in Charlevoix 
county have no -pasture due to 
the dry weather. Farmers who 
have low wet areas do have some 
pasture. Many of these swampy 
areas are fairly dry now and pos- 
sibly could be made into much 
better pasture. Possibly using 
this marsh plow to fit this low 
land could be done with a wheel 
tractor if it is dry enough other- 
wise a crawling type tractor is 
needed. 


People who are interested in 
cbtaining the use of this marsh 
plow are advised to contact one 
of the Soil District directors, the 
farm planner or the county ag- 
ricultural agent.

Notes... 


One thing noticeable this sea- 
son is the earlier ripening dates 
of the various fruits. 

Jonathan apples that usually 
ripen here October 25th may rip- 
en this year in mid September. 

‘The little rain that we had 
Sunday will help fall apples to 
take on. color. It takes cloudy 
weather to put color on apples. 
Here as well as other places, ap- 
ple growers are feeling a little 
better. 

Trade inquiries are heavy as 
many large orchards in various 
parts of Michigan have no crop 
at all. This brings to bear that 
our north Michigan lakes region 
fruit belt is coming to the front. 

Jonathan and Delicious and all 
late ripening apples should be 
better than usual. Some fall and 
early fall apples are still pro- 
blemental but may come on in
